Do  We  Worship  At 

"I  do  not  agree  with  what  you  say,  but  I 
shall  to  my  death  defend  your  right  to  say 
it.  .  .  "—Voltaire 

Perhaps  never  in  the  history  of  the  American 
collegiate  press  has  the  freedom  of  that  body  as 
a  whole  been  so  seriously  and  earnestly  threatened. 
During  these  times  of  emotional  hysteria  and  witch 
hunts,  it  has  become  increasingly  evident  that 
there  are  many  in  our  colleges  and  universities— 
both  among  faculties  and  student  bodies— who 
would  have  the  college  newspaper  limit  its  expres¬ 
sions  to  the  praise  and  glorification  of  the  Alma 
Mater  and  that  elusive  and  spineless  sort  of 
patriotism  known  as  ‘‘Americanism.’’ 

Together  with  newspaper  editors  through¬ 
out  the  land,  we  ask  this  question  of  the  present 
college  generation: 

"What  is  the  matter  with  us?  Are  we, 
students  and  faculty,  a  generation  of  colEegeate 
jellyfish?  Couid  we  be  so  befuddled  as  to 
prefer  a  cozy  mud  puddle  to  the  uncomfortable 
possibility  of  change?" 

The  University  of  Wisconsin,  for  one,  says 
“Yes.”  We  are  afraid  to  lift  our  heads  out  of  our 
puddle,  because  we  have  the  painful  impression 
that  we  will  not  like  what  we  might  see.  Indeed, 
it  has  almost  become  bad  form  on  college  campuses 
to  be  interested  in  communism,  or  in  the  Korean 
war,  or  in  realistic  literature,  since  such  subjects 
smack  of  radicalism.  They  border  on  the  dangerous 
phenomenon  known  as  thinking.  Tomorrow  night’s 
date  and  the  T-formation  at  Notre  Dame  are  the 
only  fit  subjects  of  conversation.  Even  criticism 
becomes  un-American,  at  least  whenever  it  is 
directed  at  anything  close  to  the  shrine  at  which 
McCarthy  worships. 

A  perfect  illustration  of  this  sort  of  adulterated 
patriotism  is  the,  fortunately  abortive,  attempt  of 
the  board  of  regents  of  the  University  of  California 
to  impose  a  loyalty  oath  on  members’  of  the  faculty 
there.  Eighteen  courageous  men  and  women  re¬ 
fused  to  submit  to  that  type  of  thought  control. 
They  promptly  lost  their  jobs  and  their  reputations. 
Had  not  the  Supreme  court  of  California  unan-

imously  thrown  out  the  oath,  the  university  would 
have  been  one  more  on  the  ever-growing  list  of 
victims  of  this  pseudo- Americanism. 

"The  faculty  non-signers  have  demon¬ 
strated  their  Americanism  the  hard  way," 
commented  the  Daily  Californian,  "but  it  is  a 
way  to  be  proud  of." 

We  are  happv  to  report  that  when  a  similar 
bill  was  introduced  in  the  Iowa  legislature  during 
the  past  session,  a  majority  of  Wartburg  faculty 
members  wrote  a  letter  of  protest  to  the  appropriate 
authorities.  The  bill  ultimately  did  not  pass,  per¬ 
haps  partly  because  of  the  innumerable  protests 
registered  by  college  faculties  throughout  the 
state.  And  wherever  faculty  opinion  is  free,  stu¬ 
dent  thought  is  less  likely  to  be  gagged. 

Here  at  Wartburg  we  do  not  face  that  type  of 
straight  jacket,  thank  God.  Most  of  the  faculty 
are  in  sympathy  with  increased  student  participation 
in  college  affairs,  both  extracurricular  and  cur¬ 
ricular.  However,  even  on  this  campus  there  are  a 
few — in  the  small  minority,  but  still  too  many — who 
would  like  to  see  all  criticism  silenced.  College 
students  are  too  young  to  know  what’s  going  on, 
they  say.  They  are  radicals,  in  danger  of  going  off 
the  deep  end.  They  are  dangerous  when  left  alone. 

The  monstrous  contempt  of  the  student's 
intelligence  implied  by  that  attitude  is  only 
matched  by  the  monumental  blindness  and  al¬ 
most  inconceivable  shallowness  that  fosters 
such  an  outlook.  When  conservatism  becomes 
a  symbol  for  intellectual  slavery,  it  must  be 
destroyed.  Much  dust  has  accumulated  on  the 
worn  pages  of  the  Lincolns  and  Jefferssns,  the 
Voltaires  and  the  Mills. 

Students  or  otherwise,  the  would-be  censors  of 
free  criticism  might  profit  from  this  last  quotation, 
taken  from  the  University  of  Wisconsin's  Athem- 
aean  magazine: 

“We  hope  that  enough  introspection  will  push 
us  up  the  scale  of  evolution  from  sheepdom  to 
something  nearer  the  dignity  of  a  free  American 
citizen. 

“Our  world  is  not  a  safe  place  for  sheep.”

Keep  Out,  Black  Boy! 

With  a  group  of  other  youths  I  took  my  armed  forces  physical 
examination  this  past  week.  While  in  Des  Moines  I  saw  hundreds  of 
other  Americans,  representing  numerous  religious  beliefs  and  several 
racial  origins.  But  no  distinction  was  made  because  of  these  reasons, 
for  ail  of  them  had  come  in  obedience  to  the  voice  of  their  govern¬ 
ment.  The  obligation  of  possible  military  service  weighed  equally 
upon  each  of  them,  and  they  were  there  to  fulfill  their  duty. 

Sometime  after  finishing  our  examination,  w©  entered  a 
restaurant  for  our  evening  meal.  The  place  was  clean  and  inviting, 
and  I  settled  down  to  enjoy  my  supper,  until  my  eye  caught  sight 
of  a  prominently-placed  sign  on  the  wall.  In  bold  letters  it  made 
clear  that  "Negro  patronage  is  not  solicited  here." 

You  might  say  that  this  is  quite  an  insignificant  matter  to  write 
an  editorial  about.  But  this  is  something  that  goes  much  deeper. 
Think  back  to  your  grade  school  days.  Do  you  remember  how  you 
thrilled  at  hearing  that  the,  North — our  part  of  the  country — wanted 
all  men  to  be  free,  and  how  we  accomplished  that  in  the  Civil  war? 
Maybe  we  thought  that  it  was  all  settled  then,  that  all  men  were 
equal  before  the  law  as  before  God.  Perhaps  we  believed  that  a  man 
would  be  treated  in  accordance  with  his  worth,  and  not  according  to 
the  shade  of  his  skin. 

Raesal  prejudice,  we  knew,  was  confined  to  the  South.  That 
belief,  never  mere  than  an  illusion,  has  been  shattered  within 
the  area  of  our  own  experience.  We  know — every  one  of  us — of 
some  incident  in  which  a  Negro  has  been  unfairly  discriminated 
against.  _Even  in  Waverly,  this  cowardly  and  ignorant  attitude 
has  prevailed,  and  ©ur  dark-skinned  brothers  have  been  excluded 
from  public  eating  places.  Is  this  intelligence  or  Christianity? 

The  customary  excuses  have  been  repeated  a  thousand  times, 
and  they  are  not  worth  telling.  It  isn’t  just  a  few,  but  all  of  us  who 
prove  by  our  indifference  or  acquiescence  that  we  have  lost  faith  in 
the  ideals  that  form  the  foundation  of  our  democracy.  It  comes  to 
just  this — how  can  we  work  for  the  dissemination  of  what  we  believe 
is  right  when  we  betray  it  by  our  daily  actions?  Hypocrisy  like  this 
weakens  our  nation  when  it  most  needs  to  be  strong.  The  final 
decision  will  depend  upon  the  purity  of  our  ideals.  Let  us  not  fail 
in  this  matter. 


Precision ,  Finesse  Highlight 
Choir  Concert  Sunday  Eve

Precision  and  finesse  characterized  the  annual  spring  sacred  con¬ 
cert  of  the  Wartburg  a  cappella  choir  last  Sunday  evening  in  the 
Knights  gymnasium. 

Captivating  stage  appearance  plus  Dr.  Edwin  Liemohn's  precise 
and  effective  directing  produced  the  subtle  undertones  of  inspired 
singing  which,  in  turn,  inspired  the  large  audience  to,  perhaps,  a 
greater  appreciation  of  the  unified  and  well  balanced  program  pre¬ 
sented. 


Partial  application  of  that  anecdote  can  be  made  in  this  instance. 

It  is  true,  some  of  the  selections  had  more  audience  appeal  t*>an 
others,  but  each  number  added  its  bit  ©f  luster  to  the  over-all 
glow  achieved  by  the  entire  performance. 

Antonio  Lotti’s  “Crucifixus”  was  the  favorite  of  many  who  thrilled 
to  its  dark,  colonstic  interest,  but  “The  Spirit  Also  Helpeth  Us”  by 
Bach,  probably  the  heaviest  composition  sung,  impressed  many  more 
through  its  architectural,  not  mechanical,  make-up— its  interest  holding 
ability  despite  its  complicated  structure. 

Dynamic  contrast  was  strongest  in  Thompson’s  modern 
sacred  excerpt  from  "The  Peaceable  Kingdom,"  "But  Tlsese  Are 
They  That  Forsake  the  Lord"  The  last  two  of  these  numbers 
were  written  for  double  choir,  thus  affording  the  opportunity  of 
watching  the  choir  execute  the  special  "Liemohn  shift" 


marked  by  their  moving  and  turbulent  qualities. 

For  sheer  beauty,  "O  Wonder  Not  My  Soul"  composed  by 
Dr.  Liemohn  with  words  by  Dr.  Neumann,  was  the  high  point  of 
the  evening.  O  Lamm  Gottes"  by  Christiansen  was  a  solid  hymn 
that  enhanced  the  program  make-up.  In  the  old  Catalonian 
U°j9.'u  Th®  Tbree  those  who  like  a  little  obvious 

rhythm  had  their  desire  satisfied  as  Lois  Burmeister,  soloist,  and 
the  choir  sang  through  the  tricky  changes  in  tempo  and  dynamics. 
r.  -f/Lv°n£  number  of  the  Swedes  in  the  audience  was  “A  Joyous 
iiS»M.v.„arrfng4td  by  Ho^anson  ^  sung  gayly  in  Norwegian. 
Closing  selection  was  the  second  movement  of  the  “Advent  Motet” 
WeU’baiaSced  voices  of  Lois  Burmeister,  Mar¬ 
cella  Petersen,  Roland  Lauer  end  Ray  Heilener  in  a  solo  quartet 

Concluding  applause  called  Dr.  Liemohn  back  for  several' bows 
and  the  assurance  of  a  successful  concert.

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Dreier  Witty,  Shrewd  In  Address  Here

Alex  Dreier,  the  popular  and 
fluent  NBC  news  commentator, 
last  Tuesday  evening  drew  to  a 
dramatic  and  timely  close  what 
has  probably  been  the  biggest  year 
in  Wartburg  Artist  Series  history 
as  he  discussed  the  Truman-Mac- 
Arthur  controversy. 

Speaking  before  an  audience  of 
1,800  in  the  Knights  gymnasium, 
Dreier  blended  information, 
shrewd  observations  and  clever 
humor  to  make  the  evening  a 
pleasant  one  for  his  audience. 
Asks  Open  Minds. 

He  first  pleaded  for  an  unbiased 
approach  to  the  whole  question, 
adding  that  current  prejudice 
against  Truman  too  often  ex¬ 
presses  itself  in  MacArthur's  fa¬ 
vor.  He  named  two  issues  in  the 
conflict,  the  minor  question  of  in¬ 
subordination  and  the  major  prob¬ 
lem  of  America’s  Asiatic  policy. 

Pointing  out  that  Truman’s 
claim  of  insubordination  was  justi¬ 
fied,  the  news  analyst  explained 
that  the  policy  of  augmenting  de¬ 
fensive  forces  in  Japan  rather 
than  those  of  other  Asiatic  allies 
was  adopted  by  the  chiefs  of  staff 
upon  the  recommendation  of  Mac- 
Arthur.  After  the  intervention  of 
the  Chinese  Reds,  the  general  by 
implication  attributed  this  policy 
to  the  administration,  and  Tru¬ 
man  “blew  his  top." 

Weather  Bothers  Him. 

Originally  scheduled  for  March 
15,  Dreier’s  appearance  had  to  be 
postponed  because  of  a  blizzard. 
The  famed  broadcaster  said  be 
liked  the  friendliness  of  the  Iowa 
people,  but  found  it  hard  to  ap¬ 
preciate  the  weather. 

“Last  time  it  was  snow;"  he 
said,  “now  there  are  floods.” 

Dreier  easily  captivated  his  audi¬ 
ence  as  he  sandwiched  his  obser¬ 
vations  on  Korea  between  choice 
and  generous  portions  of  satirical 
humor.  His  favorite  victim  was 
Harry  Truman,  but  his  own  per¬ 
son  ran  a  close  second,  which  fact 
gave  delightful  personality  to  the 
whole  discussion. 

MacArthur  May  Win. 

“You  may  rest  assured,"  said 
the  speaker,  "that  MacArthur 
knew  what  he  was  doing  when  he 
got  himself  discharged.  In  this 
way  he  is  able  to  present  his  case 
more  dramatically  before  the 
American  people." 

He  believes  that  MacArthur  has 
a  good  chance  for  success. 

“We  may  be  lorced  In  the  near 
future  to  adopt  the  policy  that 
MacArthur  advocates,"  he  said, 
after  emphasizing  the  contention 
that  the  general's  and  the  admin¬ 
istration's  views  were  not  so  dif¬ 


ferent  as  the  American  public 
seems  to  believe. 

In  response  to  questions,  Dreier 
admitted  that  the  adoption  of 
MacArthur’s  proposed  policy 
might  draw  us  deeper  and  deeper 
into  Asia,  and  that  this  is  prob¬ 
ably  what  the  Russians  want. 

“What  it  amounts  to,"  he  said, 
“is  the  taking  of  the  calculated 
risk.  The  only  other  alternative 
is  the  complete  withdrawal  of  the 
United  States  forces  from  Korea, 
and  we  aren't  prepared  to  pay  the 
price  for  that." 

Has  Objective  View. 

Instead  of  burdening  his  audi¬ 
ence  with  detailed  analysis,  the 
journalist  concentrated  on  major 
issues.  His  was  an  over-all,  ob¬ 
jective  appraisal.  He  avoided 
startling  predictions  and  fast 
judgments. 

“I’m  not  one  of  those  analysts,” 
he  said,  “who  has  a  pipeline  to 
Moscow-” 

He  seemed  more  interested  in 
presenting  objectively  the  knowl¬ 
edge  which  is  his  as  a  news  com- 
entator  and  in  getting  the  audi¬ 
ence  to  think  clearly  with  him. 
The  only  criticism  ventured  here 
is  that  some  of  his  humor  may 
have  interfered  with  that  objec¬ 
tive,  since  it  was  sporadically  pre¬ 
sented  throughout  his  speech. 


Opera  'La  Boheme'
